MEXICO’S MINES. 


THEIR 
RICHNESS 
AND 
INEX­ 
HAUSTED CONDITION. 


P r e cio u s S to n es a n d O ther T reas­ 
u res in th e L an d o f G old— 
T h e O nyx-w orkers.

M e x ic o , October 1, 1886. 
Charles Lyell, the em inent geologist, says 
that the interior of Mexico is the richest 
known argentiferous section in the whole 
world. The fact was long ago established 
ih ita metalliferous vein runs w ithout inter­ 
ruption through the entire length of the 
Cordillera of Anahuac, extending from the 
Sierra Madre in Sonora (near the northern 
border) to the gold deposits of Oaxaca in 
the extreme south of Mexico. This ex- 
haustless vein traverses no less than seven­ 
teen States, and since the days of discovert’ 
its m ineral yield has been more than four 
thousand m illions of dollars worth. And 
yet the available sources of wealth are esti­ 
mated to be not more than one per cent, of 
the undeveloped and undiscovered whole. 
A t the beginning of the present century 
there were, according to the calculations of 
Baron Hum boldt, at least five hundred lo­ 
calities celebrated for their mines, compre­ 
hending about five thousand separate ex­ 
cavations. 
These m ines became the nuclei 
of sm all villages, giving an impulse to agri­ 
culture in the surrounding sections, as well 
as to commerce, so ttiat in time many of 
the rude pueblos developed into populous 
cities. 
Nevertheless, us an English M inister re­ 
cently stated in his official report, "m ining 
has been confined to a few central spots 
adjacent to large populations; and yet if 
one exam ines these spots he will find that 
more than three hundred years of constant 
productiveness has not exhausted the prin­ 
cipal mines already worked, while by far 
the largest proportion of the good veins 
rem ain untouched in each.” 
THE MEXICANS NEED FOREIGN CAPITAL. 
Some of the richest and most famous of 
the old mines, which were once m arvel­ 
ously productive, have been filled with 
water for more than a century, and the 
persons to whom the property has descend­ 
ed have not money enough to clear them 
out. 
Then there are hundreds of other 
m ines that have been worked only on the 
surface with ham m er and drill and tamp; 
and there are "tailings” of m any im per­ 
fect excavations which are riel; r than 
m other veins. 
In m any portions of Mexico Indian in­ 
cursions have hitherto hindered operations 
and rendered valueless a vast am ount of 
m achinery, and lack of fuel as well as diffi­ 
culty of drainage have caused lucrative 
works to be suspended. 
Say3 Charles 
H allock ; 
“ Now the situation is wholly 
changed. Two thousand miles of railroad 
have opened up a great extent of country, 
and gives protection to labor and capita!; 
they have cheapened prices by facility of 
transportation, and stim ulated intercourse 
between peoples who were hitherto stran­ 
gers to each other and almo3t hostile. Pe­ 
riodical revolutions and wars between na­ 
tive factions no longer interrupt business. 
Civil strife is at an end. 
Wise rulers and 
wise counsels prevail. 
The era is propi­ 
tious.” 
Besides free silver and gold there is cop­ 
per, iron, tin, lead, quicksilver, sulphur, 
alum , vitriol, cinnabar, ochre, zinc, aspbal- 
tum , am ber and bism uth, not to mention 
a wonderful variety of marbles, jasper, ala­ 
baster, onyx, obsidian, and gems of " purest 
ray serene. ’ 
MEXICAN MINING 
Is generally conducted on the most prim i­ 
tive plan, according to the Spanish and In ­ 
dian methods of four centuries ago. Some 
queer statem ents are made 
concerning 
placer gold. This precious metal is gener­ 
ally taken from the alluvial soil by means 
of "washing. 
Extensive gold grounds of 
this character are found in the State of So­ 
nora, especially along the valley of the Rio 
Y aqui ; also still further north, in the Pi- 
m eria Alta (under the 31st degree of lati­ 
tude, where m any pepitas (lumps) of pure 
nieta'. have been picked up weighing from 
four to six pounds ! 
There is scarcely a silver m ine which 
does not contain more or less gold. It is 
extracted from veins that traverse the pri­ 
m itive m ountains, either in gneiss or m i­ 
caceous slate—especially in the rich State 
of Oaxaca, which is the California of Mex­ 
ico, so far as cold is concerned. Native gold 
is found crystallized in octahedrons, or as 
lamina?, or in a reticulated form—particu­ 
larly in the silver ores near Guanajuato, 
west of Domingo, and in Guadalajara. It 
is claimed that a thread of gold has been 
traced throughout the entire length of the 
Sierra Madre—the great “ backbone" of the 
Republic—but only at comparatively rare 
intervals has it been taken up and pursued 


With profit. 
The early Spaniards found among the Az­ 
teca a great quantity of toys, ornaments and 
other articles of solid gold, such, for exam ­ 
ple, as golden discs, larger than an ordinary 
cart wheel, the golden breast-plates of idols, 
linings of the temple wallB, Montezuma's 
throne and palanquin, etc. Historians tell 
us that in 1523 Cortez sent to his Sovereign 
a culorrin of pure gold, which was valued 
at twenty thousand ducats ; and all readers 
are familiar with the astonishingidiscoveries 
w hich the greedy conquistadores m ade of 
treasures stowed away by old Axayacat! 
and other Indian inonarchs. But, though 
long celebrated as the “ Land of Gold,” 
Mexico has not shown any great extent of 
territory which may properly be called 
auriferous, and undoubtedly her greatest 
m ineral wealth lies in her vast deposits of 
silver. 
OOAL PRODUCTIONS. 
Coal is found in limited quantity, and 
very little of that is of good quality. 
Re­ 
cently the information came from Jim nlco 
(a sm all station on the Mexican Central 
Railroad about 500 miles south of El Paso) 
th at bitum inous coal of good quality had 
been found. 
As may be imagined, the 
news created great excitement, for, if trne, 
th e im portance of the discovery to the 
m ining interes e of Mexico can scarcely be 
computed. 
Tbe dream s of thousands ot 
prospectors, who for m any years have been 
tram ping the m ountains and valleys of 
this land of promise, have all hinged upon 
th e finding of coal; but hitherto no vein of 
"black diam onds” worth working has been 
discovered, 
_ 
W ith the introduction of coal tbe entire 
m ining industry of Mexico would undergo 
a revolution, for w ithout it thousands of 
claim s arc rendered valueless by reason of 
the high price and scarcity of fuel needed 
to work them , and with it unnum bered 
low grade mines would be brought w ithin 
paying limits. 
Meteoric iron is found in several of the 
M exican States, and in one of them there 
is a huge conical hill composed entirely of 
m agnetic iron ore, which the native black­ 
sm iths m anufacture directly into wrought 
iron w ith no other apparatus than their 
common forges. 
Mexico lost most of her quicksilver when 
we became possessed of Upper California, 
for that section (now belonging to tbe 
United States) produces more than half 
of the quicksilver supply of the entire 
world. 
The ancient Azteca made most of their 
tools of copper, hardened by an adm ixture 
o f tin. But their m ost im portant article 
was 
OBSIDIAN— A SPECIES OF VOLCANIC GLASS, 
Melted in the furnaces of Popocatapetl, 
Orizaba and Ixtaccihuatl. Extensive mines 
o f it, evidently of great age, are found in 
several localities, and near them are scat­ 
tered hundreds of tons of fragments. Pres­ 
cott describes the Artec warriors in battle 
array, " w ith spears tipped with volcanic 
glass which glittered in the sunshine 
and the sanguinary priests made knives 
of 
the 
same 
substance, with 
which 
they dug 
out 
the 
living 
hearts 
of 
hum an victims to offer to their gods. Scat­ 
tered all over the plains and foothills, but 
m ore especially in the valley of Anahnac, 
in the vicinity of tbe m odem capital, which 
occupies the site of the Aztec Tenochtitlan, 
may be found thousands of knives, arrow­ 
heads and spear-heads, showing how n u ­ 
m erous were the uses to which obsidian 
was put. 
. 
Among the precious stones of Mexico are 
ju b ies, garnets, emeralds, topaz, amethyst, 


opals, cornelians, agates, carbuncles, trito- 
mite, silicates, analcime, apophylite, eatil- 
bite, a few diamonds—about equal to ours 
of Lake George and Alaska—and the beau­ 
tiful pearls of the southern fisheries. Since 
the somewhat fussy Queen of England has 
lately been exerting herself to render opals 
more fashionable than diamonds, we may 
look for a revival of the opal trade. 
One 
of the richest opaliferous districts in the 
world is Queretaro, near which city is a 
famous building whose partition walls are 
built entirely of opal. 
The celebrated Sim­ 
pática mine is most noted for its great vari 
ety of opals, it being a magazine of all 
known varieties, including what are known 
as “ fire” opals, “ semi-opals,” " precious” 
opals, etc. The gems are found in a por­ 
phyry m atrix of reddish-giay color, dis­ 
seminated without apparent system, and 
are obtained by sinking shafts or boring 
with large augers. 


ONE OK THE PINEST BLACK OPALS 
Ever known csm e from this mine, and is 
now in the possession of Charles A. Dana, 
of New York. No words can describe the 
beauty of the polished stones. Some of 
them are as transparent as a drop of water, 
but showing all the colors of the rainbow 
in occasional flashes : others are pale yel­ 
low, with pink, blue and green lights hid­ 
den in their translucent hearts ; and others 
are of the m ilk-w hite variety, with which 
we are more familiar, containing wonder­ 
ful " fires.” 
A colum n m ight be written on the rocks, 
slates, and marbles, porphyry, basalt, gran­ 
ite, onyx, alabaster, etc., with which the 
country abounds. 
Tbe celebrated “ Moun­ 
tain ot Marble,” near Pueblo, is worthy to 
be classed among ihe wonders of the world. 
It is tbe beautiful onyx whose fame is 
world-wide, and it is found all around tbe 
" City of Angels ”—as Puebla is called be­ 
cause of a tradition that the heavenly hosts 
came down by night and assisted in build­ 
ing the big cathedral. The rarer and more 
highly-colored pieces are deeply embedded 
in quartz, and are extremely difficult to get 
at. So translucent is some of it—streaked 
with pale green, pink and yellow, shading 
from dead white to mahogany brown— 
that thin slabs of it are used instead of 
glass in the windows of a little church 
erected near the quarries for the Catholic 
workmen ; and the softened light admitted 
through the alabaster is something too 
lovely for description. The famous altar 
in the cathedral, w ithin which the Bishops 
are buried, is composed entirely oí this 
m aterial—steps, floor, dome and pillars— 
and tbe Taj M ahul of India cannot be more 
beautiful. 
There is scarcely an elaborately gotten-np 
m ansion in Europe that does not now con­ 
tain some specimens of this work, in fur­ 
nishings, mantels, door-posts or ornam ent­ 
ations. 
The favorite palaceof the Brazilian 
m onarch has a great deal of it. 
The good 
Dom Pedro first saw the substance in the 
Mexican departm ent of the Centennial Ex­ 
hibition at Philadelphia, and straightway 
sent large orders to Puebla. 
The most wonderful work of the kind in 
the world is doubtless that famous group of 
Puebla onyx which ornam ents the magnifi­ 
cent dining-room in 
THE PALACE OF CHEMIKTZ, 
Built bv tbe late insane King of Bavaria. 
One of the rarest pieces in this superb col­ 
lection is a large square block of black and 
yellow onyx, with clusters of purple grapes 
upon it, each berry shaded as exactly as 
possible, and so sim ulating nature in an 
appearance of delicate, velvety bloom, that 
the effect is indescribably beautiful. 
Both 
background and fruit, it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered, are made out of a single block of 
marble, tbe fruit being carved from a strata 
of purple that happened to run through the 
original piece. 
Another group is oí plum s of various 
colors, shading from light yellow “ egg 
p lu m s” to “ green gages” and that of 
deepest purple, against a background of 
delicate pink. Some large pieces are of 
pure, transparent white, with sprays of 
green vines running over them , all carved 
from one slab. 
I’uebla is the only place in Mexico where 
this kind of work is done, and the ignorant, 
poorly-paid workmen are artists in their 
way. The m anner of cutting and arrang­ 
ing the layers or strata of stone, as followed 
by the stone-cutters of Mexico, resembles 
ancient cameo work, but is entirely origi­ 
nal with the Mexican workmen. 
Unfor­ 
tunately for art, the modern cameo work 
of Florence and Italy is mostly made with 
newly-patented m achinery, and is far less 
beautiful and artistic than was the ancient 
Florentine work. 
The Mexicans also m ake exquisite vases, 
m irror-trames. paper-weights, pen-holders, 
knives and all m anner of frail ornaments, 
and it is a m ystery of trade not lim ited to 
Puebla that yon pay far more for these ar­ 
ticles to petty dealers on the spot than would 
be charged across the sea by foreign traders.

W hen it becomes necessary to stop an 
engine with a heavy tire in the furnace, 
place a layer of fresh coal on the fire, shut 
the damper and start the injector or pum p 
for the purpose of keeping up the circula­ 
tion in the boiler. 
Notwithstanding the persistent and skill­ 
ful efforts of chemists, the exact composi­ 
tion of the white of an egg is still an un­ 
solved problem, and until this knowledge 
is acquired the processes of anim al econo­ 
m y cannot be explained. 
To cut glass jars, fill tlie jar with iard oil 
to where you want to cut the ja r : then heat 
an old iron rod or bar to red b e a t: immerse 
it in the oil. The unequal expansion will 
crack tbe jar all round at the surface of tbe 
oil, and you can lift off the top part. 
Cellars are usually damp because the 
walls are cooler than the air, which causes 
condensation of moisture. To prevent the 
condensation of moisture it is recommend­ 
ed that tne windows and doors of the cel­ 
lars be closed during the day and opened 
at night. 
Most metals and alloys shrink or con­ 
tract on cooling. But an alloy which will 
expand on cooling may be made of lead 
nine parts, antim ony two parts, bism uth 
one part. This alloy can be advantageously 
used to fill small boles and defects in iron 
castings. 
In climates having a difference of temper­ 
ature of 75° between the hot and cold sea­ 
sons a railway track of 400 miles is 338 
yards longer in sum m er than in winter— 
that is. expansion forces the inetal closer 
together, closing up the space between tbe 
rails of nearly a yard in each mile. 
Copper or brass wire larger than No. IS 
is hard to bend. By heating to redness 
and plunging into cold water both these 
m etals will become m uch softened. 
In 
m aking joints in wires before soldering, if 
they are softened in this way and cleaned, 
excellent contact apar; from the solder can 
be obtained. 
A double purpose may be accomplished 
by covering tbe rafters and stones of the 
cellar with whitewash made yellow with 
copperas, and filling the crevices and cracks 
of the floor with dry copperas. The rats 
and mice will immediately vacate the cellar 
so treated, and it will be thoroughly puri­ 
fied and disinfected. 
Salt is a wonderful remedial agent. Salt 
and cider vinegar will cure obstinate cases 
of diarrhea. 
A solution of salt will relieve 
pain in bruises. 
Equal parts of strong salt 
water and spirits of cam phor applied to the 
teeth is a cure for toothache. Salt wili 
check bleeding of the lungs when othei 
remedies fail. Salt is a remedy in catarrh. 
The following beverage is soothing if 
taken just before going to bed by the per­ 
son troubled with a cough. It is an old 
French recipe, and is called "laitdepoule;1. 
Mix the yolk of one egg thoroughly with a 
teaspoonful of sugar and add a few drops 
of orange-flower water. Pour a gill of boil­ 
ing water by degrees upon tbe mixture, stir­ 
ring constantly, and drink very warm. 
M. Lessene, at a meeting of the Society 
Medícale d'Amiens, indicated a certain sign 
of death, simple and trustworthy. 
After 
pricking th esk u i with a needle the punc­ 
ture rem ains open, just as when a piece of 
leather is pricked. " On the living body, 
even if the blood does not come to the surf­ 
ace, as would happen if the person were 
hysterical, the pin prick closes at once and 
does not leave the slightest trace.

Statf. of California, 
E xecct.ve L epartm ent, 
Sacram ento, July 31,1886.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State ef California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, begin’ 'ng on the fifth day o f January, 
A. D. eighteen hnndred and eighty-uve, two- 
thirdi o f all the members elected to each o f the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Right, Ten and Eleven o f Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; and, 
'uriher, that the Legislature may pro-

vide for the exemption from taxation o f ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their grosser net earnings, in lien of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this átate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this átate to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
upder oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
ny such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


Captain E ads Coming.—We learn that 
Captain Jam es B. Eads, whose jetties at the 
delta of the M isissippi have rendered him 
a man of m ark throughout the civilized 
world, is shortly to visit Oregon. 
It is not 
the deepening of the water on the Colum­ 
bia river bar thst brings him here, bnt the 
exam ination of The Dalles, with a view of 
constructing a steamboat railway about 
thoee formidable obstructions to inland 
navigation. Captain Eads may be said to 
have saved the city of New Orleans from 
commercial atrophy, and if bis railway 
abeut The Dalles can tie made a success 
there will be no .need for a Government 
canal at that point A greater farce than 
the so-called canal at the Cascades was 
never yet devised. It was begun in the 
sum m er »f 1878, and was to be completed 
in six years. Eight yearg have now flown 
by and it is not yet half 4done.—Portland 
Sunday Mercury.

Sac. 10. All property, exoept railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, pholl be aasesói 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district In which It is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the grose earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending opon tho thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which tax shall do in lien of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
raila, rolling stock, fences, station? and their 
appurtenances, and uoon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated a.v a part of encii railroad, ana upon tbe 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracta or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to sucli Cor­ 
poration or pertou shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
groas annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
preceding, of *11 railroads, shall be, annually, 
Defbre the first dav of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature raay at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing paid rules and re gulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the grofp an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- Tbe groas eamifags which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Setrmd—The grow earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this ritate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other States or Territo­ 
rios, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to**he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by tlie use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning* thus ascertained 
Khali be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the groes earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 


all railroads operated as one system Kliall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thirds thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail- 
rtsAd operated in the several oountfes. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association. partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfnlly failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or whhin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the sam* are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 


an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at á speoial election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything :n 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated tnerein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any oae or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in Fuch 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. iio Court 
within this State shall have powe-. by injunc­ 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laii? in d e r tho 
form of law. except upon a i-howL 
that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, an d th ea 
onh upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid u d o u the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect>r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be

Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or auy action r.r right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tar, interest cr 
penalty: and all laws in force at the adop»ion cl 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature.

A NIGHT IN_A STAGE COACH 


In m y occupation as traveling agent I 
visited Council Bluffs, Iowa, in the fall of 
1865 ; the N orthw estern Railroad had not 
penetrated further west than M arshail- 
town, and Des Moines was yet looking anx­ 
iously towards the east, watching for the 
first rail to enter that then sm all city in the 
“ Far W est.” 
Few of the young folks of 
this generation ever saw a stage coach, 
an d fewer still can tell, by experience, 
w hat a perfect engine of torture that an ­ 
cient institution is for m aking every inch 
o f its victims—those who were compelled 
to travel in it—ache, yet stage coaches were 
the only means of traveling in the western 
country tw enty years ago. 
Indeed I often 
th in k it m ust be the guardian angel of 
traveling agents that invented the sleeping 
car. 
True, a thorough bred traveling agent 
can witness the most outrageous freaks of 
m other earth, in field, flood, storm or rail­ 
way, with an exalted philosophy 
that 
am ounts to patience. Still when I scrutin­ 
ize them a sa class, particularly their piety, 
and see how much the past generation 
have abused them , in compelling them to 
travel on stage coaches, then I am reluct­ 
antly forced to recognize the hand of 
Heaven in bringing forth the palace car for 
the special convenience of those children of 
san ctity ! 
[P. S.—Modesty is a prom inent 
trait in traveling men, distance and nom 
deplum e hide m y blushes.] 
Council Bluffs at the tim e I write was a 
straggling httle town of one street. The 
particular period of my visit was 011 a fair 
week, the hotels were crowded, and every 
traveling man knows that on such occa­ 
sions it is useless to attem pt to sell goods, 
store keepers are too busy. So I determined 
to run down to St. .Toe, transact my busi­ 
ness there, return when the fair was over 
and finish m y business in Council Blufls. 
The stage was to start after supper : the 
one I rode in was full, containing seven 
m en and one woman, entirely unknow n to 
each other. 
The sun was just dipping below the hori­ 
zon as we rolled out on the prairie road 
leading to St. Joe. Nature seemed to be 
taking a rest, so calm did all things appear. 
N othing broke the quiet harm ony of the 
scene, made still more attractive bv a west­ 
ern sunset, except once in a while the 
11 gee up” of the driver and the crack of his 
long whip, which caused the horses to 
jum p forward and add increased torture to 
the passengers by reason of the sudden 
jerk of the coach, arouse a few prairie 
chickens who whirled past us, one of them 
perhaps a m other who just left its brood, to 
m eet its death by coming in contact with a 
telegraph wire. 
I sometimes have thought that stage 
coaches were a materialized off-sboot of the 
southern plague called bnckbone fever, and 
that the aches and pains that resulted from 
a night's ride on one was but tbe necessary 
ordeal to reduce all men to perfect equal­ 
ity, so as to produce tbe social good-fellow­ 
ship which cannot be equaled in any sphere 
of misery. 
Indeed to ride in a stage coach 
is to get a most friendly acquaintance with 
its occupants, so that it did not take us 
long, on this occasion, to be in perfect good 
standing with one another. 
As we had an ali night ride before us, 
sleep being out of question. it was m utu­ 
ally agreed that each one would, to while 
away the hours, tell a story. 
I was called 
upon to, metaphorically, preside over the 
“ m eetin” and preserve order with the 
privilege of calling on who should amuse 
the “ audience.” 
In the further corner of 
the stage, from where I sat. was a dark- 
visaged man about 35 years of age: his hair 
was long and black, bis eyes were keen, 
dark and penetrating, he wore a long 
Southern goatee, and would be considered 
a remarkable m an in any company, but 
one who by his silence, far-away look and 
indifference to w hat was going 011 about 
him , gave evidence of some mysterious 
event in his life over which he was brood­ 
ing, this influenced me iu calling upon our 
rom antic looking companion for the first 
story. 
After some hesitancy and com plaint, on

Tim e sped on, the spring of '61 came, 
and with it the 
rum blings of coming 
trouble, but to Nellie and Frank all things 
seem peaceable. The war cloud that hung 
around every household was hid from their 
view by the beautiful curtains of their 
voung love, behind which they walked in 
blissful innocence. 
In the m idst of this condition of seem­ 
ing peace, and while the caldron of sec­ 
tional passions was on the eve of rain­ 
ing destruction on 
the entire country, 
F rank led Nellie to the altar of God. where 
for good or ill their fortunes were united. 
The young men of the town wished 
them joy, bu: with ill-suppressed disap­ 
pointm ent. on account of the ¡belle of the 
district being taken from them by the 
doubly objectionable " fellow," a mechanic 
and a Union m an. 
H er parents reluctantly gave their con­ 
sent, but by their actions visibly relegated

Lincoln was seated in the 
Presidential chair, followed by the firing on 
F ort Sum ter. W hen the news reached

, all 
pretensions of secrecy were 
throw n aside, men spoke out, old muskets 
and rifles were brought forth 
and the 


heretofore peaceable citizens seemed to vie 
w ith one another in the pride they took 
in shouldering their engines of destruction. 
The Union men were few and the dis­ 
union sentim ent predominated to an over­ 
w helming extent. 
Frank Gilmore's position was anything 
but enviable, and his personal safety was 
hourly getting more insecure. 
A coldness 
toward him , not heretofore visible, seemed 
to pervade the com m unity—a suspicious 
watching and secret whispering, a silence 
whenever he joined a group of his former 
companions, gradually awakened him from 
his dream of security, when one day a 
horseman covered with dust, and the horse 
white with foam, rode into town and an­ 
nounced that General Lyon had made war 
on " Missouri’s sacred soil.”

The next day all able-bodied young men 
organized to fight for the cause of the 
South. 
Frank was called upon to join the ranks. 

So 
after a hasty consultation with his young 
wife he kissed her, bade her good-by, and 
at m idnight quietly slipped out of town to 
make his way to where General Lyon was 
organizing to defend the Union. 
In a few weeks and for several m onths ■ 
thereafter the entire district was in com ­ 
plete possession of the rebels, all com m u­ 
nication being cut off, so that Nellie knew 
nothing of the fate of her husband. She 
prayed and hoped that the father of her 
unborn babe would reach his destination in 
safety, but heard not a word from him u n ­ 
til Mulligan and his brigade swept over the 
northern part of the State and opened an 
avenue for the mail service. 
W ith the first 
lot of letters that reached F 
came one, 
several weeks old. from F’rank Gilmore to 
his wife, informing her that he had reached 
St. Louis and was wearing the uniform of 
an American soldier. 
After this she did not hear a word from 
him for a year and a half, until General 
Price had been driven into Arkansas and 
the Union troops had again takeu posses 
sion of that part of the State. Then it was 
that another letter reached Nellie inform ­ 
ing her that her dear husbaud still lived 
and was promoted to be a Captain ; further, 
be informed her that after nearly two years' 
service in the field, he was granted two 
weeks' furlough, and in three days he 
hoped to be again with her. 
Nellie kissed her first born babe, now 
nine m onths old, knelt down and while 
the tears rolled down her cheeks, she 
alternately hugged her babe and thanked 
God for His mercy in preserving its father 
iu all the danger he passed through. Frank 
in the m eantim e made haste to reach his 
home, where next to his country the dear­ 
est object in life awaited his return. 
He 
had come by stage to Jefferson City and 
arrived there early in the morniDg. So 
im patient was he to reach home that he 
did not wait the departure of the regular 
stage to F 
in the afternoon, but 
imm ediately after breakfast hired a horse 
and saddle and started alone on the road 
to F 
, a distance of twelve miles. 
It was midsumm er, the day promised to 
be hot, which, with bis desire to reach 
home caused him to travel as fast as his 
horse could go in safety. To the right and 
left of the road he saw the evidences of the 
destruction of war in the dism antled farm ­ 
houses, farms going to weeds and the 
m any unoccupied hamlets, the inhabitants 
of which had been driven, some to towns, 
others into the army, while still others had 
followed the fortunes of their principles 
and went North or South as circumstances 
forced them to do. N othing of importance 
occurred to F'rank until lie came to the 
cross roads, one of which ied up to F

for all her husband's comrades, her feelings 
were wandering to the far North in pity 
for wife, m other or sister, who waited the 
coming of one soldier that would never 
return, and wondering why God permitted 
so great a sacrifice.

Suddenly Nellie dropped her sewing, 
pushed her little girl asiue, who had been 
leaning on her lap, rubbed her hands 
across her eyes, as if attem pting to grasp 
some indistinct idea that floated in her im ­ 
agination, then rushing over she caught 
Phillip by the arm , bent over him , and 
D la c in g her face close to his, she looked 
into his eyes with a n intense gaze, and 
spoke in a suppressed but a vehem ent 
voice ; 
“ Phillip, tell me—oh. speak !— you were 
not one of those inhum an butchers who 
hung F'rank Gilmore, the Union officer, 
down at the cross roads’’ 
D on't—don't— 
sav vou were!” 
Phillip trembled in every lim b ; for some­ 
thing in his wife’s look was so unnatural 
and desperate, that he who had faced death 
in everv shape, now felt his blood congeal­ 
ing under her terrible gaze. 
He could not 
utter a word, his tongue seemed paralyzed, 
he could only nod his head. 
At which 
Nellie threw up her hands and pressed 
them to her temples, while her body trem ­ 
bled as if shook by ague. 
From between 
her clenched teeth a moan so sad and sor­ 
rowful came forth that it chilled the blood 
of her listener. 
“ Mv G od! my God 1” she said. “ W hat 
have I done that so fearful an ordeal is put 
upon m e?" 
She paused for a m oment, looked around 
her like one that was dazed, then as if

and with tbe vehemence of madness she 
hoarsely scream ed:

For a m oment she stood ¡ike one in 
a dream, who had been under the strain of 
some extraordinary excitement, the cause 
of which had suddenly disappeared and 
left her m ind in a state of doubt as to what 
was really the matter.

Philip's face she 
could never look upon w ithout it causing a 
return of violent madness.

THE “ 5EW IDEA ” ABOUT CHARITY 
WORK. 


On the 7th of Decemlier there is to be 
assembled in San Francisco, as is an­ 
nounced in another column, a conference 
of the representatives of “ charities ” in 
California, at which one of the subjects to 
be debated is, “ C harity Organization in 
Cities.” 
By this is meant the considera­ 
tion of measures “ to prevent the over­ 
lapping of relief.’’ 
It would lie better to 
make the subject more general, so as to em­ 
brace “ charity organization in the State.” 
And we feel certain that tlie debate to en­ 
sue will go to this extent. 
As charity organizations now operate, 
they may be likened to independent and 
unrelated commands resisting a common 
foe, but obviously, in consequence, at cross 
purposes 
often, 
divergent 
frequently, 
rarely concentrated in effort, and always 
encountering obstacles not serious in com­ 
pact and uniform organization. 
But if 
these forces, while retaining their indi­ 
vidual independency, and their distinctive 
characters and fields of operation, could be 
marshaled 
by agreement, generaled by 
common understanding, th at would pre­ 
vent waste of energy, and all possible un­ 
due concentration, as well as too diffusive 
labor, they wouid resemble a grand army 
moving by intelligent system under a wise 
adm inistration, conqueringly to a common 
purpose. 
Organizing the “charities” goes beyond 
economically disbursing the bounty of the 
merciful. 
It reaches out not only to re­ 
lieve and am eliorate hum an misery, but it 
inquires into causes, and seeks to prevent 
as well as to heal. 
Thus, instead of dis­ 
bursing alms indiscrim inately, it searches 
out the cause of suffering; it labors for the 
prevention of them, and therefore most 
directly for the good of society. 
If, for 
instance, it is convinced of the great truth 
th at the m ad indulgence in strong drink is 
“a symptom rather than a cause of per­ 
sonal depression,” as D. C. Kellogg lias so 
aptly put it in his adm irably constructed, 
though somewhat pessimistic essay in the 
“A tlantic M onthly ” for October, on “ Re­ 
formation ol Charity," it directs its effort 
to the removal of the cause of the depres- though amply able, do not contribute to 


tram ps to the 
oentral 
agency, with perfect confidence that if re­ 
lief should be given, it will proceed to the 
ebject through the proper channel, and 
that if the applicants are those who per­ 
sistently live upon the alms of others, they 
will be certainly detected and cut short in 
tlieir career of imposture, and marked as 
frauds to the utterm ost comers of the 
State. 
The givers of funds to charity so­ 
cieties will increase their bounties, for they 
will feel assured of their proper and d i­ 
rect application. 
They realize now th at a 
large per cent, of alms is actually thrown 
away, because of unworthy applications. 
They know that many worthy cases of suf­ 
fering go unrelieved. 
These givers, under 
the new system, will soon understand that 
their alms will be used not only for allevi­ 
ation of genuine present distress, but to pre­ 
vent future want and to put men on their 
fast permanently. Indeed there is scarcely 
any end to the cataloguing of possibilities 
th at ceuld flow and ought to flow and re­ 
sult from such efforts. 
Of course such or • 
ganization must be based upon the brold- 
est hum anity, the most liberal sentiment, 
the most unlim ited trust by the societies 
in their created agency and im plicit reli­ 
ance upon its judgm ent, which, however, 
will not and cannot interfere in the domes­ 
tic concern of any contributing organiza­ 
tion, or lim it or im pair the local, religious, 
confraternal or other work of the several 
bodies. 
But if State organization may not at 
once be effected, let us see how the “ new 
id ea” would ojierate if applied to a single 
locality. 
Let us suppose the helpful and 
charity organizations of Sacramento united 
on the plane indicated, and lim ited simply 
to Sacramento as a field of operations. 
W ith a common central liodv, controlling 
a single salaried official of shrewd, keen, 
bold address, with plenty of backbone, but 
plenty of heart and soul and hum anity and 
kindliness and sym pathy. 
Let him be 
publicly located, and all the societies de­ 
cline to act on application for relief in any 
cases where there exists any possible doubt, 
except on report of this central agency. 
Let its ability be directed to obtaining ac­ 
curate knowledge of every hum an being in 
the city in want, and of all the conditions 
surrounding them. Let this agency become 
a depository of information concerning all 
the charity wards of the city, and of any 
and all cases of distress or need. 
Let it 
become, as it would, possessed of accurate 
knowledge of every cause of misery. 
Let 
it frequently rej>ort to each member of the 
organization in detail all facts in its knowl­ 
edge proper to be reported. 
Let its certifi­ 
cate of worthiness be a carte blanche to 
whatever organization the applicant may 
be sent. 
Let it give the people to under­ 
stand th at no alms whatever should be dis­ 
bursed to tram ps or street beggars, but that 
all such should be referred to the agency, 
day or night. 
L et it inform itself of the 
grand army of traveling 
beggars and 
charity livers. Let it keep the Supervisors 
posted as to the worthiness or unfitness of 
all who apply for aid to that body—and so 
on. 
Is it not clear that very shortly that 
agency would become the focal point for all 
charity effort, the associations acting indi­ 
vidually as heretofore, hut using this com­ 
mon head and heart and intelligence for 
uidance and warning. 
T he idea is not merely theoretical; in 
modified forms it is in operation now in 
New York, London and other places. 
It 
is growing in proportions and usefulness- 
It is certain, sooner or later, to take into 
its embrace all charity labor w ithout one 
w hit detracting from the independent, per­ 
sonal and domestic work of a single organ­ 
ized factor of the system. On the contrary, 
the individual societies will find them ­ 
selves relieved of vast labor, of great 
doubts, and a host of obstacles be removed 
from their path, while the scheme of their 
work will l>e enlarged and lettered, and 
greater and nobler results accomplished. 


THE COMPLAINT OF A NEWSPAPER. 


A somewhat distant contemporary, in 
w riting of the relation of the newspaper 
to the business activities of its town, com­ 
plains with some bitterness that there are 
business houses in its community which, 


not so much as keep a simple card in the 
advertising columns of the local press. 
They assume an independence of the news­ 
paper that is false, dangerous and ungen­ 
erous. 
The local newspaper, by the very 
fact of its existence, helps make the busi­ 
ness of every business man. 
It gives the 
chief importance to the locality, and w ith­ 
out it the town would be heard of a. 
known only by great misfortunes and 
phenomenal accidents. The business house 
th at refuses flatly to give any sup|>ort to 
its local press, though profitting by the 


publicity the place gains 
through it, 
fattens at the expense of others. 
There is 
no gainsaying 


sion. in order to remove in turn the cause 
of alcoholism. 
The organization of the charities of the 
State will result in the concentration of 
effort in all appeals to the public and to 
the legislative authority. 
It will concern 
itself about all reformatories and asylums. 
It will seek out intelligently the supply 
sources of all refuges and lie come an eco­ 
nomic factor in State government, by 
lessening them . 
Instead of sim ply giving 
to the poor, it will lalior to prevent the 
oeed of giving by helping the poor to help 
themselves. 
It will prevent imposture by 
a thorough detective knowledge in every 
town and city of all cases of real need, and 
the conveyance to every individual charity 
Societv of information of impostors and 
th e chronic leaners upon others, and the 
condition of those worthy of aid. 
Let us suppose the scores of charity As­ 
sociations in this State by chosen delegates 
to form an Association to be known as 
“ The Organized Charities of California,” 
w ith religious creed, political faith, frater­ 
nal society obligations wholly ignored in 
it, the one common purpose being the 
Economy of giving and the enhancement of 
helpfulness on the part of all organiza­ 
tions. 
Is it not clear that such a central 
body would become an engine of m ighty 
purpose and vast good ? 
Such central 
organization would be supported bv pro­ 
portional contributions of the Societies, 
m easured by ability, but all would share 
alike in its benefits. 
In every considera­ 
ble city and town there would, of necessity, 
be planted an agency of the pivotal organ­ 


ization. 
As a body, it will be seen at a glance, it 
would constitute 
a 
detective 
agency 
throughout the State against imposture ; 
it would be an instrum ent of incalculable 
benefit for discovery of deserving poverty. 
It would refer to the individual Societies 
those cases properly belonging to them ; 
it would almost certainly prevent the 
overlooking of 
any 
worthy 
cases 
of 
suffering 
and 
want : 
it 
wouid 
l>e 
a 
m ighty 
power 
to 
help 
th e 
deserving 
poor 
to 
help 
them ­ 
selves. 
It would conserve industry and 
discourage, if not kill ofl, professional 
mendicancy. 
T he giving of alms to beg­ 
gars should, under such a system, utterly 
cease, since all men and women would re- 
fei the beggars of the street -and the 


the support of the local press, even to the 
extent of a five-line card, and adds that 
this is reaping w ithout sowing, and gather­ 
ing without planting. 
The subject is one 
of importance, since it relates directly to 
the capacity of one of the most powerful 
agencies of modern times. As this journal 
enjoys the liberal support of the people of 
its community, and has reason to commend 
generally the public spirit of the people of 
its locality, it is in the attitude to dispas­ 
sionately consider the complaint of its less 
fortunate contemporary to whom we refer. 
It is perfectly well aware, however, th at 
that paper is not alone in its cause for com­ 
plaint. 
Unfortunately there are a good 
many journals th at m ight contribute of 
their experience to the discussion of the 
question. 
There are communities where, 
to some extent, the sentim ent obtains that 
the press is under constant obligation to 
the advertiser and the people of its baili­ 
wick to such an extent that it cannot dis­ 
charge it. 
But the fact of the history of 
newspapers is that in ninety-nine hundred 
cases out of ten thousand, precisely the 
contrary is true. 
The community nearly 
always owes its local press very much more 
than the press owes it. 
Let us suppose, for 
a single moment, a town or city in the 
United States of any considerable business 
pretensions, without that convenient and 
powerful agency, the newspaper. 
To what 
extent would the place be heard of? 
T# 
w hat extent would trade invitation to its 
markets be extended ? 
How far behind in 
the competitive race would it not fall ? 
T he tru th is, that towns and cities owe 
more of their prominence and prosperity, 
as a rule, to the publicity they gain 
through the local press, than to any or all 
other mediums or agencies. 
If there is 
anv one thing demonstrable about news­ 
paper publishing, it is this, th at the busi­ 
ness men of any place owe to the local 
press fair support. I t is, indeed, a debt that 
cannot be discounted. 
It is all well enough to rail at news­ 
papers and lay down in theory the law of 
their management, if only their critics 
could once enjoy the opportunity of run­ 
ning them. 
But it remains th at the aver­ 
age newspapers have, by all odds, the 
broadest m argin to their credit for the 
upbuilding of towns and their business. 
There are cities and towns w ith business 
houses, like th at cited for instance, th at do 


this truth. 
Advertising 
may not yield immediate returns in all 
cases; it may be well nigh impossible 
occasionally to trace direct and clearly 
defined business as specifically due to a 
given advertisem ent; hut the man is liv­ 
ing to small purpose who does not know 
that the general beneficial result is as cer­ 
tain as the rising of the sun. 
However, 
in ninety cases out of a hundred, the rela­ 
tion between advertisem ent and trade-gain 
is clear, direct and immediate. 
But, how­ 
ever this may lie, as any given locality is 
dependent for its prominence in so large 
a degree upon the newspaper as the me­ 
dium between it and the world at large, it 
logically follows that there is duty to con­ 
tribute, by advertising, to the support of 
that medium. 
The rich houses that “ do 
not advertise,” as we are told by our con­ 
temporary they reply, may believe that 
they ace not directly injured by their 
short-sightedness ; hut the community is, 
and they must share it, and the time 
comes, as surely as does death, when this 
is made apparent to all. 
It is a bad sign for the business of the 
place when one takes up the local press in 
in any State and searches in vain in its is­ 
sues for the announcement or card direc­ 
tion of leading houses. 
Interpreted, the 
omission means that the business man who 
practices this disuse declares th at the press 
is not necessary to his community—a judg­ 
ment which, if experim entally put into 
practice, would leave the place high on 
the banks of a dry rot. 
W herever there are houses amenable to 
these remarks, they ought to take the 
thought into the counting-room and pon­ 
der on it. 
Of course the newspaper man 
everywhere does his best in soliciting ad­ 
vertising support, and expects to meet with 
some rebuffs, and will. 
But away above 
and beyond this special urgency is the 
eternal truth that his claim to recogni­ 
tion is a sound one, on the consideration 
th at the newspaper, if it be fair, honest 
and high-minded, does inestimable service 
for its community, for which it cannot be 
recompensed. 
W e can fancy towns and 
cities to-day prosperous, deprived for a 
considerable period of newspapers, and it 
calls for no vigorous exercise of the im ­ 
agination to picture the business condition 
of such places. 
Let our contemjiorary 
hammer away at the truth that every man 
owes something to the 
community in 
which he lives, and to every agency that 
makes it desirable for him ; 
that this is a 
continuing obligation, reciprocal in nature, 
and upon which community prosperity is 
dependent, and it will find that the people 
are responsive to these truths. 


I f it has not already impressed itself 
upon the minds of all industrians in Cali­ 
fornia who believe in the protection of 
American industries and the maintenance 
of fair wages, that it is essential to m ain­ 
tain the Republican check in Congress, it 
ought to begin to be clear to them now. 
Democratic ascendancy in both Houses of 
Congress means a 'eveling that will destroy 
the barrier between foreign assault and 
home industry. 
It is, therefore, to the 
interest of every workingman in California 
to see to it that no Democrat is elected to 
the United States Senate from California. 
To prevent this, a Republican Legislature 
must be assured. 
It will not do to com­ 
promise with any possible doubts about the 
candidates presented throughout the State 
being the very best possible to be chosen, 
by going off' with any of the many political 
side-shows just now performing outside the 
“ big canvasses,” and lustily shouting for 
votes. 
I t is to be this year Repub­ 
licanism or Democracy, protected or ex­ 
posed industries, fair wages for fair work, 
or open exposure to the products of the 
pauper labor of Europe. 
\ oters should 
not hesitate a moment in such an emerg­ 
ency, but make assurance doubly sure that 
George H earst be not returned to the 
United States Senate, nor any other Dem­ 
ocrat. 
Let not voters be deceived by the 
fraud in the State Democratic platform 
declaring for the laboring and industrial 
interests. 
N othing could be more farcical. 
W hile the Democrats of California pre­ 
tend to breathe hotly on th at plank, th e 
party leaders in Congress do their utmost 
to break down the guards, and wrestle with 
each other in their haste to legislate for 
the leveling of the tariff to the foundation 
stones—and beneath. 


T h e Examiner is making strenuous ef­ 
forts just now to prove Mr. B artlett to be 
a red-hot anti-Chinese advocate. 
It is 
somewhat strange that this should be at­ 
tempted. 
W hy is it necessary, in the face 
of the platform on which Mr. B artlett 
stands ? 
H e is pledged to oppose Chinese 
populating this State and the whole coun­ 
try, even if lie did for years psse as 
landlord of Chinese 
tenantry. 
No de­ 
fenses of this kind have to be made for 
Mr. Swift. 
He is too widely and politi­ 
cally known as the friend of labor and the 
opponent of Chinese imm igration to even 
need a single line of explanation of his 
position, despite the brazen lie of the 
Democratic platform concerning the Chi­ 
nese treaty. 
T hat falsehood, hv the way, 
is reacting upon the Democracy damag- 
ingly. 
W ill Mr. B artlett, in his speech in 
this city, venture, in the face of the facts, 
to affirm that the plank referred to does 
not convey a lie plainly and unequivo­ 
cally ? 
W ill he venture to assert that Mr. 
Swift is pro-Chinese, or to deny that Mr. 
Swift has been for years representative of 
the anti-Chinese sentim ent of the coun­ 
try? 
He (Mr. B artlett) knows that his 
opponent lias been a consistent and per­ 
sistent enemy to the degrading imm igra­ 
tion th at has so blighted the labor inter­ 
ests of this State. 


T h e 
Massachusetts Mugwumps have 
gone over to the Democracy—that is, a 
few leaders have, who assume to carry 
many w ith them .

On motion of A. M. Plummer, the fol­ 
lowing committee was appointed on or­ 
ganization and order of business: A. M.

C. A. Yoerk. 
J. B. Welty moved the appointment of a 
committee of five upon platform and reso­ 
lutions, and the following were named as

Inasmuch as all the delegates had not ar­ 
rived, and in order to give the committees 
ample time to perform the duties assigned 
them.

THE NOMINATIONS. 
The Chair announced that the next thing 
in order was nominations, and they would 
commence at Senator and proceed along 
down the ticket in the order designated 
by the Committee on Order of Business. 
He said : “ Gentlemen, who do you want 
to represent you in the upper halls of 
Legislature? The man you name to-day 
will surely get there. Trot out your can­ 
didate." 
Abner Burns, who some time since was 
a candidate for Congress upon the Green 
back ticket, said he arose to place in norai 
nation a gentleman whom, if he would 
accept, could be easily elected; a man of 
ability, strength of character, an old resi­ 
dent ; one who had the confidence, esteem 
and respect of all who knew him. He is 
in sympathy with this movement: a gen­ 
tleman who has always, and upon every oc­ 
casion, stood out against 
the political 
bosses, condemned them and advocated a 
purification of politics, such as all decent 
people and loyal citizens desired. 
He 
referred to E. G. Morton, formerly of 
Brighton, bnt at present a resident of Sac­ 
ramento city.

David Taylor and J. B. Welty seconded 
the nomination of Mr. Morton. 
Mr. Morton, who had just entered the 
Convention, took the floor and said he was 
taken wholly by surprise. He had not 
been consulted in the matter, had no 
thoughts of running for any office and 
honestly and sincerely felt that he was not 
the man to he named for that position at 
this time. He would canvass the county 
for the ticket, would spend his own money 
freely to secure the election of their nom­ 
inees. but as to accepting the position of 


standard-bearer he could not, and would 
have to most respectfully decline. His 
whole heart and soul was in this move­ 
ment. American politics had been trailed 
in the mire long enough, and he thought at 
this time, owing to the rottenness and de­ 
fection in the two old parties, the people 
were ripe for such a movement, and that 
something decent, clean, with some semb­ 
lance of purity at least,could be secured by 
wrecking the old hulks. 
The name of Mr. Morton was again pre­ 
sented to the Convention, and he was nom­ 
inated by acclamation. 
Mr. Slorton was called for, and took the 
platform, not, he said, to accept the nomi­ 
nation, but to return his thanks for the 
hieh honor conferred. 
To receive the 
unanimous nomination from such a Con­ 
vention was an honor that no high-minded 
citizen could fail to appreciate. 
He had 
misgivings as regarded his ability to serve 
them, and to render that service in the 
California Senate that Sacramento county 
demanded. He did not doubt sincerity ill 
the cause, or his ability to stand against 
corrupting influences.

There has been much speculation in­ 
dulged in the latter part of the present sea­ 
son as to the cause for low prices of Cali­ 
fornia fruits at the East. There can be no 
doubt that a somewhat demoralized com­ 
petition among shippers and unhealthy 
movement at times in cutting rates in 
Apache fashion, proved injurious in some 
instances, and reduced or exhausted the 
margin of profit to the shipper, or to the 
grower if sold on commission. The fact, 
however, which is a weighty factor in the 
problem of reduced profits, is the extremely 
abundant crop of all kinds of fruit at the 
East, for much of which no market could 
be obtained at any price. 
When it is taken 
into consideration that our fruits have had 
to contend with this condition of local sup­ 
ply at the East, the wonder is that even so 
good a market as we have enjoyed was ob­ 
tained. The Norwalk Chronicle, published 
in northern Ohio, has the following con­ 
cerning this year's fruit yield in that sec­ 
tion : 
This is one of the remarkable seasons for 
abundant crops iu almost everything. The 
fruit crop is unprecedented in this or any 
other section. From the earliest small 
fruits until now there has been a wonder­ 
ful succession of choice, luscious fruits of 
every sort and kind, and at remarkably 
low prices. 
The strawberry crop 
was 
abundant and excellent: 
this was suc­ 
ceeded by a fine crop of raspberries and 
blackberries; then came cherries, until it 
was literally true that “ you couldn’t rest 
there were so many that thev could not be 
sold or even given away, and bushels went 
to waste. The fall crops have been equally 
prolific. 
Grapes 
were 
never 
more 
plentiful or delicious, and at the low­ 
est ruling prices ever know n; they are 
retailed from our grocers’ counters' at 3 
cents per pound and are sold in quantity at 
2 cents or less. Peaches have brought the 
highest prices proportionately, and have 
been least abundant of any fruit in this 
locality. 
They have ranged all the way 
from 50 cents up to $3 per bushel, accord­ 
ing to quality. Plums were very abundant 
in their season, and unusually fine in 
flavor and quality. The prices ranged 
from 75 cents to $2 per bushel, the latter 
figure being for extra choice. 
Pears have 
also been gathered in abundant supply and 
of excellent quality, the prices having 
ranged about the same as plums. Good late 
pears are now being retailed at $1 per 
bushel. The apple crop is truly and em­ 
phatically immense. The oldest inhabitant 
expresses astonishment, and assures us 
that never before has he seen such prolifi- 
cation. 
The trees are literally breaking 
down under their loads of elegant fruit, 
and thousands of them will be ruined. 
The prices are hardly quotable, simply be­ 
ing whut you can" bargain for; nice fall 
fruit picked and delivered for 20 to 40 cents 
per bushel. 
Winter, hand picked, choice 
truit from 25 to 50 cents. Apple buyers are 
getting all they want for 50 to 75 cents per 
barrel, picked and delivered at the ruilroad 
stations. 
It is truly a year of great plenty 
in all sorts of fruits. 


APPLES I S MODOC 
COUNTY. 
A ride through Surprise and Goose Lake 
valleys last week convinced us that Modoc 
is a good fruit country, and that apples in 
particular can be raised to perfection and 
iu abundance. 
At Eagleville Judge Gee 
has an orchard in which the trees are 
loaded down A¡vith the finest kind of apples, 
and he will have tons and tons of them for 
sale. 
Along the road leading up to Cedar- 
ville there are several 
orchards 
with 
heavily loaded trees. 
At Cedarville there 
are also a number of small orchards, all of 
which will yield prolifically. Passing on up 
to Lake City and Fort Bidwell we find the 
same state of affairs; while in Goose I-ake 
valley there are a 
number of 
young 
orchards, which are making a magnificent 
showing. It appears as though there will 
be enough apples in these two valleys to 
supply the entire county, and we opine that 
the day for sending abroad tor this useful 
article has passed, for the Modocers can 
now get their apples within our own 
boundaries.—Jtorloc Independent. 


PROFIT IN FIGS. 
James Stewart, of Downey, sold his fig 
crop last week to Barnard it Benedict, of 
Los Angeles, manufacturers of crystallized 
fruit, for $50 per ton. Mr. Stewart has but 
one acre out to figs. and his crop will 
amount to between twelve and fifteen tons. 
Last year the crop from the same trees 
yielded twelve tons, and Mr. Stewart says 
the crop this year is much heavier than 
then. 
His trees are all the Smyrna vari­ 
ety. This is a good showing for one acre 
of" ground, being, at twelve tons, $600, 
which will amount to more per acre than 
the best Muscat vineyard in the State, and 
very few orange orchards will compare 
with it. 
At these figures ten acres set to 
Smyrna figs, in full bearing, would bring 
an income of $6,000 a year, equal to ten 
per cent, on $60,001. 
flow is that for 
southern California figures?—San Gabriel 
ExpoD'ent. 
GOOD AND BAD BUTTER. 
The establishment of creameries has a«- 
complished one good, apart from financial 
benefits accruing to owners and patrons. 
They have made the public better ac­ 
quainted with what good butter really is, 
and consumers are becoming more exact­ 
ing as to quality. This will compel the 
manufacture of a better article by farmers 
and dairymen. 
Formerly in local markets 
“ butter,” whatever the flavor, color or 
other characteristics, all sold at the same 
price. 
Now, except in some of the smaller 
towns, there is a wide range in the price. 
At some country stores all butter is still 
bought at a uniform price, sufficiently 
low to allow the dealer to make the 
necessary classification of “ choice roll,” 
“ good country,” “ old grease,” etc. 
Many 
butter-makers would be surprised and mor­ 
tified if they knew how much of their pro­ 
duct went into the latter class. These 
country dealers dislike to offend good 
customers by telling them their butter is 
inferior to that made by others, as farmer's 
wives especially are sensitive on this sub­ 
ject. The result is that those who make a 
really good article object to helping to pay 
for inferior products, and send their butter 
to a market where a classification is made. 
Thus the ‘‘one-price’' butter-dealer is losing 
his trade, and the time will soon be when 
butter will sell everywhere according to 
quality. This will prove a great stimulus 
to the manufacturer of good butter, and an 
undoubted benefit to the dairy.—Prairie 
Fanner. 
BEGIN TO PACK YOUR EGGS. 
The question of packing eggs for better 
prices has long been settled. The best 
thing to pack in has also been determined. 
In England they pay much more atten­ 
tion to packing eggs than we do, and many 
tests have been made on various occasions, 
and it has been found that salt is the very 
best medium to maintain the freshness of 
eggs. Oats, lime and many other methods 
have been tried, yet none have been so 
successful as common salt. This cheap 
and valuable material can be used, and 
should be used much more than it is. The’ 
trouble with us is that we do not care to 
take hold of anything that does not show 
up the actual amount of returns upon 
its face. 
We see and hear every day evi­ 
dence of the increase in the price of eggs 
during the cold months ; yet we allow Au­ 
gust, September and October to slip by and 
continue to sell our eggs to the huckster, 
when packing away will insure 100 per 
cent, on the investmeut. 
It is so simple 
and easy, I suppose, is that more of it is 
not done. If Americans can only get the 
chance to send to some snide, and pay a 
dollar for the purpose of being humbugged, 
they feel just right, until they have tried 
the “ snap,” and have their eyes opened. 
Procure a box or barrel and set it away in 
a cellar, or some other cool place, and in 
this place a layer of sal,, then a layer of 
eggs, then another of salt, and so on until 
the barrel is filled. 
You can thus have 
eggs to use yourself, and dispose of the 
surplus at a round price. 
8CRATCHES OS 
HORSES. 
It is often the case that a remedy used for 


an obstinate constitutional disease loses its 
efficacy after a time. This may be the case 
in regard to the remedy prescribed for 
swelled legs and scratches. Scratches is a 
disease of the blood, like “ salt rheum ” or 
eczema in persons, and is sometimes stub­ 
born to treatment. After using the dram 
of saltpeter and sulphate of iron and the 
j once-ounce doses of hyposulphite of soda 
with a dram of gentian, it might be as well 
to make a change. Instead of these give 
half a dram of iodide of potassium in the 
morning feed, and in the evening two 
drams of chlorate of potash with once ounce 
of Peruvian bark powdered. 
If the legs 
become swollen and cracked, bathe them 
with a weak solution of hyposulphite in 
water. Feed the horse no corn, but chiefly 
bran, with a quart or two of linseed 
steeped in water, once a day.—Exchange. 


A PR O LIFIC COW. 
Canny Meadows, of this county, tells us 
of a remarkably prolific cow owned by 
James Price, of Price’s bridge, this county. 
The cow in question dropped her first calf 
(or calves) at the age of 4 years, on which 
occasion she brought triplets. 
Daring the 
second, or two years thereafter, she had 
three again, and at the end of the next two 
years she became the mother of two calves 
And, wonderful to relate, at the end of an­ 
other two years she became the mother of 
two more calves—thus giving birth to ten 
calves in the remarkably short space of six 
years. 
Mr. M. also states that the exten­ 
sive progeny of this muchly distinguished 
bovine flourished and reached the state of 
maturity, each respectively being fair spec­ 
imens as “chips of the old block."— 
Wrightville (Ga.) Recorder. 


CATTLE VS. S H E E r. 
There seems to be an irreconcilable an­ 
tagonism existing between cattle and sheep 
men wherever they range their stock on 
public lands. In this connection the Baker 
City (Or.) Tribune says : The controversy 
existing between the cattle and sheep men 
is getting interesting, and it is but a ques­ 
tion of time when it will be either a fight 
or a foot race between them. As an illus­ 
tration of the good times coming—to law­ 
yers—an organization of cattle men in the 
"Malheur region have notified the sheep 
men to take their wooly stock off the pub­ 
lic range, and the sheep owners claim as 
much right to occupy this wild land as the 
cattle men and decline to recognize the 
authority of the cattle men : hence a bitter­ 
ness of feeling between them has arisen 
that may culmina'e in more than angry 
talk, and that right soon. 


GRAPE P.OT AT T H E EAST. 
This season will be long and sadly re­ 
membered by the grape-growers of the 
States near the Atlantic seaboard as one of 
the most disastrous for many years. The 
Concords are almost a tetal failure from 
rot, and so are nearly all others that are 
subject to the disease; even the Norton 
and Cynthiana are a good deal injured in 
New Jersey. Virginia and all the Southern 
States. The loss is so heavy that the wine- 
product will be sensibly diminished, and 
the markets for table-grapes will be limited 
to a minimum supply. The prospect now 
is that there will be not more than half a 
crop in the entire area east of the Rockies.

T H E W IN E CROP. 
Charles A. Wetmore, President of the 
State Viticultural Association, stated to a 
Call reporter that the wine crop this year 
would be at least 25 per cent, larger than 
had been anticipated at first. 
There will 
probably be a yield of about 16,000,­ 
000 gallons 
of wine 
against 7,500.000 
gallons last year. 
The yield for 1884 
was almost as large as that of this year, 
but its value was not one-half, owing 
to the fact that a large part of the crop 
was poor and 
gave 
a 
very inferior 
wine. A much larger quantity of brandy 
is being made this year than ever before, 
especially in the southern counties. Most 
of the grapes formerly made into sweet 
wine will be distilled.
